Solon, being to wait upon Creſa, the King of 
Lydia, the King was pleaſed to diſcover his vaſt 


Treaſures to him ; and to ask him, whether he 


thoughs, there was ever a happier perſon in the 
World than he? Yes, fays Solon, there vw. I know 
one Tellus, @ wery poor, but a «very virtuous Man 
at Athens, who lives altogether upon @ little Te- 
nement that he hath there; and be.w much more 
happy than your|' Majeſty. For neither # it in the 
power of ſuch things to make us bappy, as are ſub- 
je to. the Changes of the Times ; neither "as any 
one indeed to be thought truly ſo, till be hath died. 
It is ſaid, when King Creſws was afterwards ta- 
ken Priſoner by Cyras, and laid upon the Pile 
to be burnt, he remembred this Saying of Solon, 
and would often call upon his Name: info- 
much that Cyrws ask'd, why he cryed out Solon, 
and what a God was he, that he invocated his 


Afiſtance. Says Creſus, Inow find by my Experi- 


ence the Truth of that which hyretofore be ſaid to me :

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the Viciflitude of Human Afﬀairs, that he pre- 
ſerved Creſus from the Fire, and ever after had 
him in great Honor.

Epaphws, one of the Sons of Fupiter, in a quarrel 
between Phaeton and him, had reproach'd him, as 
tho he fal(ly pretended to be the Son of So/,which 
was nothing but. aTrick put upon him by his A- 
dulterous Mother ; He was fo provoked at the 
Slander, that with the advice of Clymene he went 
to the Royal Palace of the Sun, to be furniſhed 
with ſome indubitable marks of his Natwity. 
The Sun received him, when he came, kindly ; 
and acknowledg'd -him for his Child : and not 
to leave any room of the doubting of it for the 
future, gave him his. choice to ask, whatever 
favour he would, and by the Stygian Lake, he 
ſwore {which 1s a ſort of an Oath, that none of 
the Gods dare violate ) he would not deny hins.

love with another Lady, called Scyla, ſhe poi- * 
ſoned. the Fountains in which that Lady uſed to 
waſh, and turned her into a Sea Monſter. She 
entertained *Ulyſſes, when he was forced by. 
Storms upon theſe Coaſts, with great Civility : 
and reſtored his Companions, whom according 
ro her uſual Cuſtom ſhe had changed into Hogs, 
Bears, Wolves and the like Beaſts, unto their for-- 
mer ſhapes again: - And though ſhe attempted 
Ulyſſes too, yet he was armed againſt her Charms, 
Ic 15 ſaid, ſhe. drew 'down the very Stars from 
Heaven.

And Progne being delirous to ſee her 
Siſter, prevailed with her Husband Terexs to go 
to Athens to-ferch Philomela, with her Father's 
leave, and bring her to her Siſter Progne. Upon

And when Fupiter was abſent 
from Heaven upon that occaſion, it was rea- 
ſonably enough ſuſpeted by Fane, that he was 
you outin purſuit of ſome wandring Amours: 
o that ſhe immediately flew down to the Earth 
after him; and by good luck lighted into the 
very place where Jupiter and I entertained 


. themſelves in private cogether. As foon as 


Fupiter perceived her coming, for fear of a 
Quarrel , he. curned the young Lady into a 
pure white Cow. Tuno ſeeing the Cow, 
asked, what, and whoſe ſhe was, and what was 
the Bull that ſhe came.of. Says Fupiter, ſhe

For this is the Temple, that, we were but now 
ſaying, was conſecrated by Romnulas to Fans 
Bifroys, after the Treaty of Peace with King 
Tatins, in token, that the two Nations of the 
Romans and the Sabines were united. Nuzna, 
the Succeſſor of Romulw, paſſed an Edi, that 
it ſhould be opened for the future, when the Ro- 
mans were in War; ayd then only ſhut, when 
they enjoyed Peace. And why it ſhould be 
opened, when the Romans were in War, there 
is this Conjeture. commonly given: becauſe 
when Romulus was engaged 1n Battel with the 
Sabines, a Spring of warm Water ſprung out ac 
the place, "where the Temple ſtands, which oc- 


caoned the Retreat of the Enemies : ſo in ex-

quity, who was the Founder, they ſay, of the 
TownFaniculum there;) in this, I' ſay, Fable 
of Favwus, we have before us the Image of a 
Perſon of extraordinary Prudence ; which is Vir- 
tue, that conliſts ſays Tully ( de SeveF.) inpre- 
teritorum memorid & providentid futurorum : Inthe 
remembrance of things paſt, and a foreſight of

fore ro have, as it were, two Faces: that: with

ment, he may be able todiſcern the Conte and 
the Beginnings, cogether with the Progreſs, and 
as it were the Antepaſts of Occugzences; 
then comparing them with each other to ſee 
wherein they are alike, and conſidering the 
Conſequences of them, and looking afar off 
into -what is to come, by this ingenious Com- 
prehenfion both of the Premiſes and che 
Concluſions, he makes the future things to be 
preſent to him, and joins both future, paſt, and 
preſent, all in one, to his Benefit. 

The Prudent Perſon hath @ Key to All Things: 
let them be never ſo hidden, fo ſecret, ſo cloſe, 
ſo intricate , his . perſpicacity dereas them; 
his diſcreet Conſideration of them ſearches 
deep, and lays them open; his happy Dexterity 
of thought unfolds the Riddle, and: makes it 
plain. With this Key he examines into all the 
ways of Buſineſs, and finds what are the moſt 
proper for uſe; he ſzes into the Diſpoſition of 
Times, and the Exigences of Occafions : he 
removes the Difficalties, and the Barrs that lie 
in his way.; he publiſhes as much as 1s for his 
Service; and what is for his Diſſervice he locks 
up with a Turn of his Key, that is abſolutely 
inviolable. With the ſame Key, he opens him- 
ſelf a paſſage into the Friendſhip of others : he 
infinuates into the inward Receſles of their 
Breaſts; * he learns their moſt ſecret Counlels, - 
their moſt reſerved thoughts : he ſolves Myſte- 


. ries, and penetrates into things unknown, and 
' ſeeks and finds: and views what lies at the remo- 


-teſt diftance from the common ſenſe of the

World, 
| And 
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And as the Honor of the bringing up of Al- 
ears, Temples, and Sacrifices, 1s aſcribed to 
Fanur, {o there cannot be a greater Argument 
of perfet Prudence in a perſon, than that he 
does return to the Supreme Deity the Services that 
he oweth him, in revering his Power , ob- 
ſerving andexcolling his Worſhip, and propaga- 
ting his Glory. For if -Fanus by his extraordi- 
nary Devotion towards the Gods, hath deſerved 
to attain to the Prerogative to be addrefſed coin 
the very firſt place, in all Sacrifices; it figmifies, 
that the more- that any perſon 1s fincerely re- 
ligious, the more Honor he will procure to 
himſelf both before God and Men : whereot we 
have evident proof in the Precepts and Exam- 
ples of Divine Writ.

An Lemme, ( whence he is epitheted Lemmizs, ) and 
breaking his Leg in the Fall, he hath been ever 
fince lame. He had certainly broken his Neck 
too, but that the People of the Iſland werefo 
kind to receive him, as he fell, with all che 
Care they could. To gratifie them for which 
Favour, he fix'd his Seat amongſt them, and 
ſet upthe Craft of a Smith; teaching them the 
Lucan 1.1. manifold Uſes, that may be'rmade, of Fire and 
Iron: and from the ſoftening and poliſhing of 
the latter, in Latin mulcere or mollire, he re- 
ceived the Name of Mulciber or Mulcifer. 
But what 15 yet the greateſt Wonder of all, 
is, this deformed and grim Smith hath got the 
| bandſomeſt perſon amongſt all the Goddeſles to 
his Wife, - Venus : who, as we ſaid before, be: 
ing taken in adultery with Mears, he link'd them 
both together in a Net of Iron, and expoſed ' 
them to all the Gods to be laugh'd at. He 
| had a great Deſire indeed to have married 2i- 
zervs, and Fupiter conſented to the Match, and 
delivered the young Virgin over to the Laſt of 
this flrby SpeFacle. But it happening that ſhe 
repulſed him, and that in his odious Attempt 
upon her ( fo fruſtrated ) his Natwre fell from 
him upon: the Earth, it produced the Monſter 
Erichtho- Erichthonius, Erichtheus or Erichthonicus, fo call- 
nins. ed Wnt 73s Geldbs x3 50ovd5s contentione & terra; 
Virg. 3. which was a Boy, with the Feet of a Dragon, - 
Georg. Who, tohide the Deformity of the ſame, i ſaid 
to have firſt invented the ufe of Coaches. F«- 
piter, (as I ſaid ) conſented, that if gon? 
$4: . . COUL 
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could overcome the Madeſty of Minervs, he 
might, with all his leave: becauſc he had given 
him the Option of her before, for his reward, 
when he made the Arms for the Gods: But 
withal he admoniſhed Minerva at the fame 
time to refuſe him, and preſerve her Virginity; 
as ſhe did moſt admurably well.

Feaſts and ſolemn Holydays ; obſerved by the wy 7. ap. 


Name of - Vulcanalis, upon which they threw © 
Animals into the Fire to be burnt to death. 
The. Athenians inſtituted ( amongſt them ) o- 
thers, that they called Chalces, He had a Temple 
beſides dedicated to him upon the Mountain 


Etna, from which he is ſometunes ſurnamed ap. Lit. 
eEthnaus. This Temple it is ſaid was guarded Gyr. 


by Dogs , whoſe Noſes were ſo very good, that 
they could diſcern, whether the perſons that 
came thither were chaſte and religious, or whe- 
ther they were wicked : The former they would 
meet, -and flatter, and follow, as tho they re- 


. ceived them for the Acquaintants and Friends 


of Vulcan, their Maſter. But atthe other they 
bark'd, and flew, and were ready to tear them 
in pieces, till they had driven them away.

the Nate of Panders. That, Pallas gave her 
Wiſdom, \{pollo preſented her with the Arrt of 
Muſick, Mercury with the Art of Eloquence, 
Venus gave her Beauty, and the reſt endowed her 
accordingly with the other Accompliſhments, 
that they had in their Powers to beſtow. They 
add, that when 14, was incenſed againſt 
Mankind, becauſe Prometheus had ſtoln Fire 
from Heaven to animate the Man that himſelf 
had form'd ; Fupiter ſent. Pandora with a ſealed 
Box to give him. But Prometheus would not 
receive it. He ſent her withthe ſame Box again 
to the Wife 'of Epimetheus, the Brother of Pro- 


' metheus ; and ſhe, out of the Curotry that 1s 


natural to her Sex, had no ſooner open 
all ſorts of Diſeaſes and Evils, which it was 
filled with, flew out amongſt Mankind, and 
have infeſted them ever ſince. : And there was 
nothing left, at the Bottom of the Box, that 
did not flic out, but Hope, Pauſan. m Attic.

Sis, quercus, an Oak, which is 
the proper fignitication of the word 4gos* but 
all ſort of Trees beſides are likewiſe underſtood 
by it, - Theſe Dryades were ſuppoſed to have 
their Habnations in the Oaks. There were 


' others called Hamadryades, from a compolition 


of the former Name, and dua, fimul; becauſe 
they were ſuppoſed ro be contemporary with 
the Oaks hoek in their Lives and Deaths. In- 
deed the Ancients had a ſtrange Conceit with | 
them, concerning the Oaks in general. For 
the leaſt Oak that grew, they believed, was 


divine and ſent from Heaven : neither did the Gys;

"HE two moſt remarkable of his Children, 

were Phorcus or Phorcys, and Protens.- 

The former.was his Son by the Nymph The- Var. ap. 
ſea: who, when he had been overcome in a Nat- Co- 
Sea-Fight with Aclas, and was drowned, . was 
however by. his ſurviving Friends believed to be 
made a God: of the Sea, and therefore ſerved by 
them with divine -honours. But beſides ch# 


 Phoroys, there is another of the ſame name in 


the Fabulous Hiſtory, of a far dyfferent account. 
For it i5'remarked of the” latter,” that he had 
three Daughters, whohad but one Eye amongſt 
them all, which was common. And when any 
one of them had accafion to ſee any thing, ſhe 
put the. Eye for the purpoſe in her ,Forghead, 
as. you do a Ring upon your Finger, or a Stone 
into-a Ring. And having done with it, ſhe 
drew: it out of her Forchead again, 'and gave 
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Tretzchil, moved] his other Son, was the Keeper of the 
Met, 8, - Motherthe Nymph Phenice.

But coming to Pontws, an Armof the Sea, 
that they were to. paſs, as they both rode upon 
the back of the Ram, to croſs it in the nar- 
rowelt. place , Hele. was ſo affrighted at the 
tofling of the Waves, that ſhe fell- down; fo

He had a Ship built him, which 
was called by che ſame name of the Workman 
that made it, Argus, And being fired with the 
defire of honour, he chooſes himſelf - forty 
nine Noble Companions, who from the ſame 
Ship were called the Argozantz (the moſt emi- 
nentof them were Hercales, Orpheas, Caſtor,-and 
Pollux) and with theſe he ſets Sail, and waits by 
the way upon Hypfpbile the' Queen of Lemme;

A Chilles was the Son of Pelews by The. 
His Mother plunged him in the Srygian 


' Waters, when he was but an Infant; which made 


his Body ever after to be proof againſt all 
Weapons, ſo that he was abſolutely invulnerahle, 
excepting in that part of his Foot by which he 
was held, when he was waſhed. Others giv 
an account, that Therzs hid him in the nigt 
under a fire, after ſhe had anointed hip in the 
oy with Ambroſia : whence at firſt he was cal 
led Pyriſow, from his eſcaping ſafe from the 
fire ; - and afterward Achilles. from @ priv. & 
x\@-, labrum, quaſi ſine labro, his Lip being 
burner, becauſe irc could not be anointed with 
Ambrofiator his licking it, when he was anoint 


ed every where elſe. Others again report himto 


have been brought up by Chiras, the Centaur,and 
fed inſtead of Milk with the Entrails of Lia, 
and the Marrow of -Boars and Bears. So that 
by:theſe means he received a greatneſs of Soul, 
and ſtrength of 'Body, which were incomps 
rable, to a Proverb. For it became commontq 
call ſuch as excelled in ſtrength by his :name,

Bracelets , the Glaſles, - the 
Necklaces, 'and ſuch hike Ornaments of a Wo- 
man's uſe, according to the natural humour of 
K the Sex; and thoſe only they defired to look 
upon.. But-Achilles on the contrary-laid hold of 
the Targets and fitted the Helmers to his Head, 
agd brandithed the Swords and placed them to 
hs fide: whereby diſcovering himſelf Evidently 
to be a Man, he was compelled to go ta the 
| War, being;firſt provided by Yelcan, at the re- 
queſt of Thets, with ſuch Arms as were impe- 
netrable. does at Troy killed HeFor the Son 
of Priamus, He was killed himſelf by Pars by 
a treachery, occaſioned by Polyxzena. And all Lycoph-in - 
the Nymphs and the Muſes are {aid to have wept Alcxand.

near to Memphis, made by that ſad and fatal 
Lake, the Styx. And becauſe in her ſearch for 
him, ſhe had 'uſed Dogs for the excellency of 
their Noſes to find hin where he was hid, 
thence (they ſay) the antient Cuſtom came for 
Dogs to go firſt in the ſolemn Proceſſions, which 
were every year performed to Ts : and like 
wile to worſhip a God afterwards, ſet out with 
a Dogs Head, by the name of Anubs, with no 
Ordinary Ceremony. A God which the Poets 
commonly call, latratorem, 'ſemicanem Deum, 
ſemibominemque canem : Barker, a God half 
Dog, a Dog half a Man. ' He hath the namealſo 
of Hermanubs : becauſe ſome think him, tor 
his ſagacity, co be the ſame with Aderoury.
